‘United States cirevit court today Judge 
Willis Vandeventer began hearing the 
applicatio nof four Arkansas railroads 
asking that a temporary injunction: be 
granted restraining the state from en- 
forcing the 2-cent fare law, and also 
from putting into effect an order of the 
rallroad commission ordering @ 
reduction in freight rates. 
The railroads that have applied for 
the {injunction are the St. Lows and 
Iron Mountain and Southern, the 8t. 
Louls and San Francisco, St. Louis and 
Southwestern and the Chicago, Rock 
Isiand and Paclfic. 
Today's session was taken up by John 
H. Moore, counsel] for 
in presenting affidavits to show

the existimg rates in Arkansas. An affi- 
davit of the auditor of the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain and Southern showed 
that the road was losing $144,000 a 
year on its business in Arkansas. 

In preparing these affidavits, it was 
stated, the revenues received from mall 
and eXpress business were omitted. The 
corporation attorneys maintained that 
as the expense incidental to handling 
this business wag also left out of the 
consideration, there was no misrepre- 
sentation. The attorneys for the state 
state held that the mail and express 
revnues were as much a part of the 
roads earning power ag the passenger 
and freight traffic, and that these rev- 
enues should be inciuded in the ‘total 
earning.

| 14 cents being agreed on. 

A selling agency, calling for concen- 
tration of-the cotton being held and 
sales in bulk direct to the spinner, 
thus eliminating the middlemen, has 
been perfected by the nationa] cotton 
handling committee. The spinners are 
said. to have formed an alliance with 
, the farmers, and will ald:in eliminat- 
' ing the middleman.

GOOD ROADS PLAN WILL END LEASE. 


With sufficiently liberal provisions regarding the distribution of convicts 


> 
. 


among the counties and municipalities of the state for work on public roads, 


the general assembly, now in extra session, may bring the convict lease 


System to a final termination with the expiration of the present contracts on 
March 31, 1909. 

It is there the only satisfactory solution~of the convict problem lies; 
other features are mere details of the program. 


lt is a gratifying fact that nearly every bill presented dealing with the 
subject, has proposed some plan looking to putting the convicts on the roads. 
Some of these have lacked comprehensiveness and elasticity, but all have 
shown the legisiative trend to be to that important end. 

The Constitution has long, insistently and repeatedly urged that the 
convicts should be used to solve the good roads problem. There is no more 
evidence of barbarity in the continuance of the lease system than there is in 
some of the excuses for public highways found in many sections of Georgia. 

The solution of one problem should be the settlement of the other. 

There could be no more serious legislative fiasco than to attempt to 
terminate the lease system and neglect the roads. 

The legisiative purpose to harmonize the two important ends will meet 
with state-wide commendation. 

When the counties and communities of counties in Georgia have finished 
taking their proportion of state convicts for public road work, the cities of 
the state should be given opportunity upon reasonable basis, to take as many 
as they will for use upon municipal improvements. 

With sufficiently reasonable provisions regulating the distribution of the 
felony convicts among the counties and municipalities of the state, prac- 
tically the entire number will be taken, maintained and worked without the 
slightest burden upon the state treasury. 

It is questionable whether there will remain any surplus, but if there 
should, it will be so small that the state will find no difficulty in making ade- 
quate provision for it.

Women in Civic Federation. 


The September The National 
Civic Federation Review is largely de- 
voteq to a record of the organization 
meeting in Washington, D. C the 
womans department of federation, 
concerning which in 
an editorial 

The organization of the woman's department 
consummated at the meeting held !n Washing- 
ton in May brings alles to the work 
of the National Civic Federation. It is, more- 
over, a propetT recognition of woman's in- 
creasing share in the social and intellectual 
movements of the day. There has never been 
@ time when the activities of the federation 
have not enjoyed the sympathy and aid of 
women prominent in social life and leaders 
in reapective communities, but there 
Was no special piace within the organization 
for focussing such sympathy, influence and 
cooperation and calling it into action. The 
interest wae there, but the opportunity was 
lacking. The new organisation supplies the 
opportunity. 

It brings together as coworkers in the lines 
of social and industrial amelioration included 
in the various phases of the work of the 
Nationa] Civic Federation a body of thorough- 
iv representative women.

Fearful Flight Through Air of Men 
Working on a Bank 
Building. 

New York, August 3!.—Three carpen- 
ters working on a temporary scaffold 
Suspended on wire cables under the 
dome of the old custom house bullding, 
on Wall street, now being remodeled 
for the Nationa! City bank, were hurled 
through the air to a skylight 80 feet
